Sale of Torrance Municipal Bus Lines to Charles F. Koors
and his company for 365000 was placed in escrow this week

as

were reported preparing to

file a restrainer ncllon in Superior Court to stop the transac-

tion,
The Torrance City Council, by
a 3 to 2.vote, agreed to the

sale of the lines at its July 24|

meeting, the majority agreeing
that proper operation of the lines
under municipal ‘ownership 'is
impossible,

The transaction cannot be com-
pleted until a hearing before the
Railroad Commission where
Koors' attorneys, assisted by the
City Council, are seeking a certi-
ficate of public convenience ﬂnd
necessity  to operate the lines
now being used and to provide
for future expansion.

Opponents of the sale are re-
ported to have organized the
Municipal Ownership League of
Torrance and are investigating
the possibility of a court action
to prevent the sale,

Among members of the league
are A. L. Elder, James O'Toole,
J. Hughes, G. F, Billingsley and
N. J. Mortenson.

. Mortenson and Billingsley sald
that the league feelg that action
of the City Council is not in the
best interests of the people, and
that the majority of the people
want the lines municipally ‘oper-
ated. They criticized Mayor W.
H. Tolson for not allowing pub-
lic debate before the sale and
declared that the whole, subject

- should be opened up for thor-

ough survey.

This is the second offer of
Koors to buy the lines, proffer-
ing $20,00 some six months ago
when Councilmen C. M. Gilbert,
N. H. Cucci,and G. V. Powell
opposed “it. Powell sald he was
for the sale at the right price.
Mayor Tolson and Councilman
J. E. Hitchcock voted ‘for the
sale. This time, Councilman.Gil-
bert swung over to Mayor Tol-
son and- Councilman Hitchcock,
with Councilmen Cucci and Pow-
ell opposing,
